$sistant in the Bureav, and, since the death of Mr, Coquillett, Honorary Custodian

Stuart C, Vinal, a collaborator of the branch of Cereal and Forage Insect 
Investigations of the Bureau, who died on September 26 at Boston, Mass,, was con= 
ducting the biological and ecological studies on the European corn borer for the 
Massachusetts Agricultural Coliege, in cooperation with this bureau, It was he 
who discovered the presence of this pest last summer, and by his indefatigable
